RUNAWAY MULE TEAM AT RES- 
ERVATION THROWS DRIVER 
UNDER WHEELS. 


While driving an army truck wa- 
gon, loaded with tent canvas and a 
number of tall tin cans, Henry Bor- 
chers, son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Borchers of Beaver Creek was thrown 
underneath the wheels of the wagon 
and killed, last week Saturday at the 
Military reservation. 

He was assisting the Quartermas- 
ter department in hauling military 
supplies from the train to the camp 
site. A heavy load of canvas tents 
had been piled in the front part of the 
army truck and a number of tall tin 
cans were in the rear end. A pair 
of mules were hitched to the wagen. 
Henry was sitting in frant on top of 
the high pile of canvas. When the 
team started the tin.cans rattled and 
siartied the mules; then a motor- 
eycle came along and further fright- 
ened the startled animals which 
started to run away. When the wa- 
gon struck the rails of the track 
Borchers was thrown off and beneath 
the wheels. one of which passed over 
his chest crushing him. He attempt- 
ed to rise hue fell back with a gasp 
and passed away almost instantly. 

This tragic ending to the life of 
this fine young man was a terrible 
shock to his puvents, and also to his 
young Wife to whom he had been 
married but a few weeks.

1. Petition the county commission- 
er of schools. 

Z. Referring of the unit to be con- 
solidated to the Superintendent of 
Public Instrucflon by the county com. - 
missioner of schools. 

8. The county commissioner of 
schools designating the township 
board to conduct the election. 

4, The calling of a meeting of the 
township board by the township clerk, 
the designating by the township 
board of the day on which the election 
is to be held, and directing of the 
township clerk by the township board 
to post the proper notices, 

5. Posting of the notices by the 
township clerk of the election to be 
held, and also the posting of the no- 
tices by the secretary of the board of 
education if a graded school main- 
taining twelve grades is to be includ- 
ed in the Rural Agricultural School 
District. The two elections must be 
held on the same day and during the 
same hours. 

6. Conducting of the election by 
the township board and the school 
board if a graded district maintain- 
ing twelve grades is included. 

7. Report to the county commis- 
sioner of schools of the result of the 
election. 

8. Apportionment of the expense 
of the election by the township board 
the notification of he directors or sec- 
retaries of the school boards of the 
districts voting. 

9. The calling of the first election 
by the county commissioner of 
schools. 

10. Filing of acceptance and affi- 
davits of the trustees with the county 
commissioner of schools. 

11. Organization of the board of 
education by the election of a pres- 
ident, secretary, and treasurer.

The eagle hunter finds 
where an eagse frequently rests dur- 
(ng the day, He climhs to this place 
and ties a live fox there, trailing the 
rope into some. heaped-up stones to 
form a cavern in which he hides, firm- 
ly grasping the rope. 

When the attention of the soaring 
eagle is attracted by the fos, the eagle 
drops down and kills it. So intent 
Is the greedy bird on tearing his prey 
that he doesn't notice the dead fox 
is slowly being drawn along the 
rocks. When it Is within easy reach 
the hunter casts a net over the eagle 
and secures him. 

Kept absolutely In darkness, and 
with drums beating night and day 
50 it cannot sleep, the spirit of the 
vaule is broken.

DISPOSING OF MILK SURPLUS 


Conditions Likely to Exist In Weil- 
Developed Dairy Oletricte 
During Summer. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) 


For the first time since the beg!in- 
ning of the World war there is devel- 
oplog io this country a surplus of 
uillk, according toe reports recently 
received by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. Spectalists of 
the depsrtment state that this condl- 
tion probably will be only temporary 
during the “flush” of the season, and 
that it is most apparent-in well-de- 
veloped dairy districts. It may con- 
tinue during the summer montha, but 
{a expected to adjust itself by fall, 
wheo demand will overtake the sur- 
plus of supply. The situation is large- 
ly due to the falling off in the demand 
for milk in the manufacture of con- 
densed products, milk powders, casein, 
and similar products, tor which there 
was a@ large export outlet, 

The department points out the ad- 
visability of using as much milk as 
possible, in fluid form and otherwise, 
as a human food. Within the last 
generation an increased knowledge of 
the value of milk in the diet has re- 
suited in an almost doubled per cap- 
{ta consumption of milk, and con- 
sumers who purchase milk freely 
thereby encourage production. This 
ig believed to be the best safeguaré 
against a wilk shortage and high 
prices resulting from the withdrawal 
of duirymen from the business duriag 
periods of large production and low 
farm prices for milk. 

But when the limit of human utill- 
zation is reached dairy producers neéc- 
essarily must decide how ca dispose 
of the remainder, In many cases this 
will be a decision between selling 
whole milk, selling creain, or even to 
use a moderate quantity of whole 
milk for feeding, especially to young 
animals, In any event, a more liberal 
use of milk on farms should reduce 
the surplus, even though not solving 
the problem entirely. 

As a guide to persons deciding to 
utilize surplus milk as a live stock 
feed, the department makes the fol- 
lowing recommendations, which may 
be supplemented with literature i{s- 
sued by the department: 

Milk from a dairy herd which is not 
definitely known to be free from tu- 
berculosis should be scalded before 
being fed. An ordinary feed cooker 


is a practical means for scaiding milk. 
This process {s approximately equiv-

alent to pasteurization, which most 
large cities require as a safeguard to 
public health. Metal pailg that can be 
kept cleau by washing and scalding 
are preferable to wooden containers or 
others that are difficult to clean. 

In calf feeding it usually pays well 
to feed one pound of whole milk for 
each ten pounds that the calf weighs, 
for a period of two weeks, and at the 
end of that time to change gradually 
to an equal amount of skim mifk. The 
skim milk should be gradually in- 
creased as the calif grows until about 
15 pounds per day is fed at the end 
of three months. Feed the milk warm 
and regulate the quantity according 
to size and vigor of the calf. 

For pigs three weeks old or more, 
three parts of skim milk mixed with 
one part of shorts, is useful in keeping 
them growing. Skim milk may be fed 
with corn and other hog feeds in va- 
rious practical combinations. 

In poultry feeding both skim milk 
and buttermilk are excellent. feeds, 
and can now also be purchased as a 
nonperishable commercial feed, which 
ig sold in large barrels as semisolid 
buttermilk, Skim mflk and butter- 
milk may he fed alone or mixed with 
other feeds, but feeders should ob-— 
serve thelr flocks carefully ta avoid 
giving too much milk, br bowel trou- 
ble may result. This is caused prin- 
cipally by fowls eating spoiled clab- 
bered milk remaining from a previous 
feeding, : 

While to live stock owners unaccua- 
tomed to the use of milk as a stock 
feed {t may appear somewhat expes- 
sive, there are advantages which milk 
feeders quickly recognize. In addition 
to utilizing the surplus milk that 
would otherwise be wasted, young 
stock generally make n very rapid 
growth. This means early maturity 
and early usefuiness, compared with 
stock that have developed more slow- 
ly. At least as a temporary measure 
there is a real opportunity to Improve 
farm live stock, in addition to rellev- 
ing a local milk surplus, by using skim * 
milk rather Itberally 1n proper com- 
bination. with other feeds.

The creation of a “United States of 
Central America,” and troubles be- 
tween Panama and Costa Rica which 
almost led to war, have drawn atten- 
tion to the countries south of the 
Carlbbean sea recently more strongly 
than at any time since the completion 
of the Panama canal. Nuwhere else 
in the world has Nature been more 
bountiful in her blessings of natural 
resources than fn the Caribbean re- 
gion, Everything that her treasure- 
house holds has ‘been bestowed with 
lavish, and also with {mpartial, hand. 
Someone has observed that if yeu 
tickle the ground with a hoe it siniles 
back with a yam and certain it is that 
in any one of these countries the 
ground of natural resources may be 


tickled with the hoe of foreign capital’ 


and it smiles back with 
wealth, 

These countries are nearly all fa- 
vored alike in natural wealth, but 
there is a vast difference in the de- 
yelopment of that wealth—a dlffer- 
ence that may be attributed almost 
wholly to the character of the govern- 
ments in the respective countries. 

In some of these lands the milk and 
honey of plenty flows in ao bountiful 
stream, Others «are in wretched 
poverty, where the masses never have 
enough to keep the gaunt wolf of 
huuger from gnawing at their vitals 
day and night and year in and year 
out. In traveling through these coun- 
tries, one is impressed with the fact 
that prosperity abides with good mile 
and poverty dwells with misrule, 

Differences In Development. 

Starting out with the easily demon- 
strated fact that there is very Httle 
difference between these countries in 
thelr naturat resources, it is interest- 
Ing to look around and notice what a 
vast difference there is in the use that 
ts being made of this natural wealth. 
One need not go out of the confines 
of Central Americn to see this, .It 
would require six Salvadors to make 
one Honduras, and yet Salvador has 
twice the population of Honduras and 


yams of 


a larger foreign commerce. Costa 
Rica is less than half as big as 
Nicaragua, and yet its foreign com- 


merce Ig greater than that country’s. 

And yet, when Salvador and Costa 
Rica are compared with Parto Rico, 
they in turn seem to be slow in their 
development. Porto Rico is so small 
that seven islands like {t would be re- 
quired to cover an area equal to that 
of Casta Rica, yet it has a foreign 
trade more than fifteen times as great 
as that of the Banana Empire. Porto 
Rico is Jess than half as large as 
Salvador, yet it has a foreign trade 
over thirteen times as great. 

Little Porto Rico is so small that it 
could be buried in a single Central 
American lake; ft would take 67 Is- 
lands of its size to equal Central 
America in area and yet Porto 
Rieo enjoys about three times as 
much foreign trade us nll Central 
America together from Tehuantepec 
ta Colombia. The reason? Because 
compared to these Central American 
republics Porto Rico has an ideal gov- 
ernment. The trade of the isiand haa 
increased sevenfold since Uncle Sam 
took possession there, The number of 
children enrolled in the schools has 
increased sixfold, The wages of the 
laboring class has multiplied. three- 
fold even before the war. 

Honduras Is a Laggard. 

Llonduras in some ways lags behind 
its neighbors, And yet it is rich in 
natural resources almost beyond {m- 
agination. 

With vast deposits of minerals of 
all kinds, with untold thousands of 
acres of the finest tropical fruit and 
vegetable lands in the world and with 
vast areas of magnificent grazing and 
coffee lands, Honduras is at our very 
doorg, It is 700 miles nearer to Chi- 
cago than that city ig to San Fran- 
cisco; it is closer to Washington than 
Denver 1s; it is farther from New Or- 
leans to Chicago than it is from Puer- 
to Barrios and Livingston to New Or- 
Jeans. With a stable government, 
Honduras must become a kingdom of 
plenty instend of a principality of 
poverty. 

Across the border is prosperous lit- 
tle Salvador, It is as different from 
Honduras as night is from day. It 
hag a population so dense that (f ours

were of equa! density we would have 
a population of 700,000,000 in the con- 
unental United States; and, although 
neurly half of the country Is moun- 
tainous, the people are normally able 
to get their living out of what they 
produce and still have a comfortable 
balance of trade in their favor. 

The Salvadorean people are differ 
ent from those of any other Central 
American state. They have'a middle 
class, There are thousands of little 
farms not much larger than a good- 
sized city block, and yet it {s here that 
the real prosperity of Salvador Is 
created. In no other way could a mil- 
lion and a quarter souls find sub- 
sistence on 8,000 square miles of ter 
ritory, nearly half of it mountains. 


Nicaragua and Revolutions. 


Nicaragua isin much the condition of 
Honduras, There have been revolu- 
tlons there since the memory of the 
inhabitants runneth not to the con- 
trary, Here one sees a thousand op- 
portunities for the development of 
great wealth. Virgin forests of all the 
precious woods In the category extend- 
ing for miles on end; coffee lands 
where millions of pounds of splendid 
coffee might be grown; sugar lands 
which might yield hundreds of thou- 
sands of sacks of sugar; and yet all 
stand idle. Why? 

Ask the American coffee growers of 
the Matagaipa district; ask the 
cotton growers of Campo Santo, The 
revolutions come along and leave their 
coffee to spoil ungathered und their 
cotton to go to Waste uppicked. Ask 
the financier from New Orleans who 
spent 20 years of hardships there try- 
ing to gather together a competence, 
and who finally found his bdusiuess 
wrecked aud In the hands of the re 
ceivers, 

iiven good governments, then, no 
countries on the map would afford 
greater opportunities for profitable in- 
vestments than those of Central Amer- 
lca. With such governinents as some 
of them have hud heretofore all their 
natural wealth cannot offset the dis- 
advantages of thase governments, and 
un investment at 4 per cent in the 
United States has often been preferred 
to one yielding 100 per cent in some 
of these countries, 

When we come to Costa Rica, things 
are beginning to be different, and 
Costa Rica does not like to be reck- 
oned In the same class with Nicaragua, 
Honduras and Guatemala. Until re 
cently she has had scarcely a revolution 
ip a generation, 

Panama which ts geographically a 
part of Central America, though {t has 
not been politically so since independ- 
ence was gained from Spain, is blest 
with some very fine farming and frult- 
lands in the region pext to Costa 
Rica; but nearly all of the Pannamans 
have gone down to the canal zone re 
gion for the time helng. Some of the 
most beautiful tlerra templada Jands 
In America are to be found In the 
Chiqutrt country, and when the people 
of the United States get acquainted 
with the possibf{litles there, some of 
them are going to settle In that re- 
gion and make it a splendid example 
of the possibilities of tropical Amer- 
Tea, 

It is not improbable that one of the 
results of the completion of the Pana- 
Ma canal will be the ‘reulizatlon by 
the people of the United States that 
its safety depends in no small degree 
upon the good conduct of the govern- 
ments of Central America. That will 
mean a demand for a new order of 
things In these countries, which In 
turn will mean safe investments for 
American capital. 

Then will dawn an era of develop- 
ment In Central America comparable 
to that which has taken place in Porto 
Rico and tn Cuba.

“Hide and Seek” in 1854, He had not 
attrncted the attention of the public 
oan yet. The great event of his life, 
bowever, came in 1831, when he made 
the acquaintance of Charles Dickens. 


T WAS atclose and sultry night ear- 
I ly in August, And I, Walter Hart- 
right, master of drawing, aged 
twenty-eight, was walking from Hamp- 
stead to London. In one moment every 
drop of blood in my body was brought 
to.a stop by the touch of a hand laid 
gently on my shoulder, There, in the 
middle of the high road, stood a wom- 
an dressed from head to foot in white 
garments.

She has escaped 
from my asylum.” At a shake of the 
policeman’s head, the carriage drove 
rapidly on. 

The next day I was at Limmeridge 
house, Cumberland, in the service of 
Frederick Fairlie, Esq. I was there 
to instruct his two young nieces in the 
art of painting. I found Marian Hal- 
combe to be dark and ugly, but Iptel- 
ligent. Laura Fairlie, her half-sister, 
was light, pretty and dependent. They 
were devoted to each other, and be 
fore my engagement was up, I admired 
the one and loved the other. 

My feelings were the cause of my 
leaving Limmeridge house. Marian 
Halcombe brought to me a realization 
of my own heart.

LIVINGSTON OFFICIALS CHARGE

Statement That Shooting Was Acci- 
dental Questioned Because of 
Alleged Discrepencics. 


Howell, Mich.— Willard A. Lawson, 
of Detroft, was brought here and ar- 
raigned before Justice R. D. Roche, 
charged with the murder of his wife 
on Sept. 21, 1919, while hunting ducks 
in a swamp near Island Lake, Livings- 
ton county. He pleaded not guilty and 
demanded an examination, which was 
set for July 6. Justice Roche fixed 
bail at $10,000, which attorneys for 
the defendant endeavored to arranged. 

An alleged aigscrepancy in stories 
tole by Lawson of the circumstances 
connected with his wife's death and 
the theory of the prosecution that a 
wound such as the one which killed 
Mrs. Lawson could not bave been in- 
flicted accidentally in the manner he 
described, are the principal links in 
the chain of evidence so far revealed 
by the officials. 

Lawson's statement to former Prose- 
cutor Lyons, a 17-page document, is 
said to have set up the claim that the 
two were sitting in a rowboat, that he 
had his gun elevated, following birds 
in flight, when the weapon, an auto- 
matic, was accidentally discharged. 
When the body was exhumed, an auto- 
psy revealed that the shot entered the 
back of the woman's neck, through a 
single smal] hole, and took a course 
downward, it is declared. 

Harry C. Aspin, of 702 West Dayton 
street, Flint, a brother of the dead wo- 
man, who signed the warrant, has in- 
formed the officers that his sister and 
Lawson did not get along well during 
the six years of their married life. 
Aspin also declared that Lawson’s ex- 
planation to members of the family of 
the fatal shooting differed materially 
from his explanation to the officers in 
the 17-page sworn statement. 

The body of Mrs. Lawson was ex- 
humed a short time ago from a ceme- 
tery at Auburn, Mich., in the course 
of an investigation made upon the re- 
quest of relatives under direction of 
the attorney-general's department and 
Special Prosecuting Attorney Glenn C. 
Yelland, of Livingston county. It was 
this investigation which led to the is- 
suance of the warrant. 


FIVE KILLED IN D. U. R. CRASH 


Twenty Others Injured in Interurban 
Collision at Chelsea. 


Chelsea, Mich.—Five persons were 
killed and a score of others seriously 
injured, some perhaps fatally, the sec- 
ond section of a west-bound limited on 
the Detroit, Jackson & Chicago road 
ploughed its way through the wooden 
first section, as it stood at Warsaw 
siding, near Lyman Center. Miss Vina 
Johnson, of Ann Afbor, died after ev- 
ery means had been taken to save her 
life. 

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur C. Pierce, of 
Highland Park, and two others were 
found dead in the debris. Those in the 
second section, which was of steel 
construction, were badly shaken up, 
no fatalities resulted. The firat sec- 
tiun was badly smashed. 


ILLINOIS CONGRESSMAN DEAD 


Representative Mason Had Served in 
Both Houses of Congress. 


Washington.—Representative W. E. 
Mason was unexpectedly taken by 
death at his home here following a 
sudden relapse of heart trouble. He 
was 71 years old and had also served 
as U. S. senator from Illinois from 
1897 to 1903. He was serving his sec- 
ond term as representative. 

In June, 1917, Rep. Mason attracted 
considerable attention by declaring 
that be would offer a bill to repeal the 
Conscription law, or to amend it so as 
to provide that conscripted troops 
should not be sent abroad without 
their consent. 


OFFICIALS PLAN WESTERN TRIP 


Secretaries Denby and Fall WIIi Visit 
Island Possessions. 


Washington.—Plans for an exten- 
sive western trip, including all Pacific 
states, Alaska and Honolulu, begin- 
ning next month, have been made by 
Secretaries Denby and Fall. Admiral 
Coontz, chief of naval operations, will 
accompany the party. 

On the return trip the officials will 
tour the Gulf coast. 


tnsanity Plea Defers Hanging. 

Chicago—The sherjff’s office had to 
abandon plans for a third hanging 
scheduled for this month, when Harry 
Ward, convicted of murder, followed 
the example of Gene Geary and Carl 
Wanderer and through his attorneys 
filed a petition in court alleging he has 
become insane since his conviction. 
The state supreme court in a recent 
decision in the Geary case held that 
it was mandatory for the court to 
grant a jury trial to determine the 
question of sanity. 


Use Planas to Catch Steamors. 

Havre, France—Passengers for the 
United States who miss the boat 
trains running between Paris and 
Havre will be able to catch their 
steamers at Havre by using an air 
plane service which is. to be inaugur 
ated with the sailing of the French 
Line steamship Paris. ‘The fine an- 
nounced that planes hereafter will 
leave Le Bourget two hours after the 
boat traing have departed, which will 
enable passengers who have missed 
the traing to make boat connections. .

PARDONED; MAY SUE STATE 


JOHN DIETZ. 


Madison, Wis.—It is expected that 
John Dietz, “defender of Cameron 
Dam", who was pardoned recently by 
Governor Blaine, will sue the state of 
Wisconsin for false Juprisonment. The 
pardon was granted after Dietz had 
served ten years of a life sentence for 
the shooting of a deputy who with 
scores of others had surrounded the 
Dietz cabin home in an effort to cap- 
ture the occupant. Dietz attracted a 
great deal of attention by refusing to 
engage counsel at his trial and plead- 
ing his own case. 


WOULD BAN MILK COMPOUND 


Dairymen Urge Law to Forbid Its 
Manufacture and Sate. 


Lansing—Charging that filled con- 
densed milk compound, said to be 
made of skim milk and vegetable oils, 
was @ menace to the dairy industry 
of the state, and that when the com- 
pound has been sold to the public as 
milk, a fraud has been perpetrated, 
directors of the Michigan Dairy as- 
sociation in meeting here adopted a 
resolution favoring legislation to pre- 
vent its sale and manufacture. 

Figures were submitted tending to 
show that 86,000,000 pounds of cOm- 
pound were made last year and that 
cocoanut oi] replaced 7,000,000 pounds 
of American butter fat last year. 

The association accepted Saginaw’s 
invitation for the second annual con- 
vention and dairy show next Febru- 
ary. 


BACK FRIDAY AS M. A.C. HEAD 


Michigan University Professor Js 


Boosted by Farm Bureau. 


Lansing.—The state farm bureau 
executive committee has gone on rec- 
ord as favoring selection of Professor 
David Friday, of the economics depart- 
ment of the University of Michigan, 
as president of the Michigan Agricul- 
tural college. The resolution advocat- 
ing election of Professor Friday de- 
clares that he is better equipped than 
any other available candidate to do 
the work now confronting the college. 

No definite action tn the matter was 
taken by the board of agriculture at 
its meeting last week. It is probable 
that a successor to President Kedzie, 
who has resigned, will be named at 
the July meeting when the new mem- 
bers elected in April take their seats.

Milwaukee.—Because she lied to her 
husband, Mrs. Thomas Foran, 24 
years old and pretty, and her help- 
mate are in jail charged with first de- 
gree murder. They are blamed tor 
the death of Joseph Wamseer, killed 
by Foran when pointed out by the 
woman as the man who had ransacked 
their home and stolen $20. 

For several days the case puzzled 
the police, until Mrs. Foran broke 
down and told her story. She sald 
she needed $20 to buy clothes for the 
children, and fearing to ask her hus- 
band, decided to take it and blame it 
on robbers. 


A. F.L. REJECTS ONE BIG UNION 


Convention Sustains Report of Its 


Committee on Question. 


Denver, Colo.—The American Fed- 
eration of Labor has repudiated the 
“one big union” idea. 

Without discussion, the forty-first 
annual convention of the federation 
sustained the action of its committee 
on organization in non-concurring on 
a@ resolution calling for “one body of 
workers through amalgamations, fed- 
erations and protective agreements.” 


Deny Agreement with Irish. 

London— The Russian mission in 
London declared on behalf of the so- 
viet government thet the alleged 
treaty which the British government 
agserted had been drawn up for aigna- 
ture by the Russian government and 
the “Republic of Ireland” was a pure 
invention. No treaty or agreement, 
either with the Sinn Fein or any other 
party in Ireland, the mission asserted, 
was ever made by the Russian repub- 
Mc or by any of its isolated institu- 
tions.

St. Paul —.A woman in business, 
whose husband is working for her, 
must carry industrial Hability insur- 
ance on him the same as any other 
employe, the attorney-general has in- 
formed the State Industrial Com- 
mission. 


Grads to Educate First-Born. 

New London, Conn.—The graduating 
class at the Connecticut college for 
women voted to give the first girl born 
to a member a four years tuition. The 
sum of $21 will be placed in the bank 
to the credit of the first boy born, with 
additional deposits on each birthday. 


Predicts Drop in interest Rates. 

Ann Arbor—Liberty bonds will be 
back at par within the next three 
years, said Professor David Friday, 
economics expert, in an address made 
here. Professor Friday also predicted 
that interest rates would take a decid- 
ed drop during the next few months. 


Ask Surrender of Aircraft. 

Paris—The council of ambassadors 
has demanded that Germany surrender 
all the seroplanes and dirigible bal- 
loons constructed since the Boulogne 
agreement was enacted.

In the final vote all of the 
Michigan members present were for 
the bill except W. Frank James, of 
Hancock. 


Restriction Hits Ocean Steamers. 

London.—The Italian commissioner 
of emigration has announced that ow- 
ing to the operation of the American 
law restricting immigration to the 
United States, eight Italian steamers 
will be withdrawn from the North Am- 
erican Line. Emigrants now must 
leave exclusively by italian vessels, 
the dispatch adds. 


Strikes 40-Feet Lead Vein. 

Dubuque, la—What is believed to 
be the richest strike in the history of 
the lead mining in Dubuque was made 
by Val Kies in the old Wilde property 
in the heart of the city when he an- 
nounced the opening of a vein of lead

SHOULD FILE CLAIM AT ONCE 


Disability Demands Required on War 
Risk Insurance Forms to 
Gain Attention. 


“If you have a disability whieh you 
feel {sy due to your military or nuval 
service during the war, you should as 
a matter of duty to yourself and your 
country finmediately file a claim for 


disability,” reads an article in) the 
American Legion Weekly. 
“To mnake the claim, obtatn from 


your local post, the National Service 
Division of the Legion, or the Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance the following 
forms: Numbers 526, 589 and 545, In 
addition, make a detailed statement 
of your condition und occupation prior 
to service, Injury or sickness during 
service, where treated, and physical 
condition since discharge. Obtain a 
Mke statement from one or more per- 
sons who were with you and knuew 
of your disability during service. Get 
a statement also from one or two per- 
sons who have known you since dis- 
charge, particularly your employers 
and other disinterested persons, 

“Last and most importunt, get state- 
ments from all the doctors who treated 
your case and from the hospitals 
where you were confined. These must 
all be sworn to before a notary public 
and forwarded to the Bureau of War 
Risk Insurance, where, after consider- 
ation of your health record, your 
military record and your present con- 
dition, am award should either be 
made or disallowed,

CANDLING SHOWS QUALITY OF 
EGGS USED FOR PRE- 
SERVING. 


Discard Stale, Dirtyp and Cracked 
Eggs—Put Down Family Supply 
When They are Cheap and Plen- 
tiful—Water Glass is Best Ma- 
terial to Use. 


Boys and girls who are members 
of poultry clubs, or those who are 
interested in any way in chickens, 
should learn how to eandle and pre- 
serve eggs. Candling means the 
sorting out of bad eggs before a 
strong jight in such a manner that 
the rays of light come to the eye thru 
the egg so that the contents can be 
seen and the condition noted. 

The shell of a newly laid egg has 
a soft “glow” or “bloom” which. is 
a sign of perfect freshness. This 
glow or bloom is destroyed by hand- 
ling, and in any case disappears af- 
ter the egg has been exposed to the 
air for a short time. - After that it 
is difficult to distinguish a fresh egg 
from -an old one by the appearance 
of the shell, so candling becomes 
necessary if you would be sure that 
the egg is good. 

Candle Eggs in a Dark Room. 

Eggs.can be candled best in a dark 
room, by the use of a bright light 
inclosed in a box or case having a 
hole a trifle smaller than an egg di- 
rectly opposite the light. The egg 
is held at this hole for examination. 
An ordinary hand lamp, a lantern, an 
incandescent bulb, or a flashlight can 
be used. If you are using a box 
and a hand lamp the box should 
have a hole at the top, otherwise the 
heat from the top of the chimney 
would set the box on fire. A tester 
chimney made of tin, such as is used 
on a lamp for testing eggs in in- 
cubators, may be used for candling 
in which case you would not need 
the box, as the eggs are tested by 
means of a hole in the side of the 
tin. 

A perfectly good, fresh egg shows 
“full” and “clear” before the light. 
There is almost no air cel) at the 
large end and the yolk outline is 
only faintly visible. A fixed air cell 
of one-eighth to three-sixteenths of 
an inch in depth indicates a fresh 
egg, as eggs run generally. A larger 
air cell with a movable lower line in- 
dicates—according to sizes and fluc- 
tuations—-a stale egg or one becom- 
ing weak and watery. Very smal) 
dark spots sometimes seen usually 
are blood clots. Large dark spots, 
blood rings, and shadows are due to 
heat and germination, and indicate 
first stages of decay. An egg that 


appears very dark or black, except 
for a large ‘fixed air cell, contains a 
chick at an advanced stage of incu- 
bation. 

During the late spring and early 
summer—April, May and June— 
eggs usually are abundant and rea- 
sonable in price, and that is the time 
to preserve them for use during the 
winter when generally they are 


scarce and the prices high. Fresh 


eggs, properly preserved, may be 
kept from 6 to 10 months and be al- 
most as good for household purposes 
as fresh eggs. Another reason for 
preserving eggs in water glass, for 
instance, is the fact that they do 
not acquire the objectionable “cold- 
stordge taste.” 

Allow Three Dozen to Gallon. 

To preserve 15 dozen eggs in water 
glass these directions are given by 
the specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

Select a 5-gailon earthen crock, 
clean it thoroughly, scald, and allow 
it to dry. Heat 10 to 12 quarts of 
water to the boiling point, and allow 
it to cool. When the water is cool, 
measure out 9 quarts, put into the 
crock, and add 1 quart of sodium sili- 
cate, commonly called water glass, 
which can be bought at any drug 
store. Stir well, so that the solution 
becomes thoroughly mixed. : 

The solution thus prepared is 
ready for the eggs, which may be 
put in all at once, or from time to 
time as they are obtainable. Care 
should be taken in putting them inte 
the jar not to crack or break the 
shells; also be sure the solution cov- 
ers the eggs at all times. Put the 
erock containing the preserved eges 
in a cool, dry place, and cover with 
a tight lid or waxed paper to pre- 
vent evaporation. 

To preserve a smaller or larger 
number of eggs, the solution should 
be mixed and prepared in the same 
proportions, 

Use Only Clean Fresh Eggs. 

If best results are to be obtained 
the eggs should be clean and fresh, 
and preferably infertile. For this 
reason it is always best when possi- 
ble to candle the eggs carefully, be- 
fore preserving them unless thev are 
.kmown to be strictly fresh. Hf an 


ege is only slightly solled a cloth = 


dampened with vinegar may be used 
to remove stain. but eres should nev- 
er be washed with water or soan and 
water, as water removes the protec- 
tive coating on the shelJ and mavtend 
to cause the contents to spoi]. Never 
use badly sofléd or cracked eggs. 
They may spoil all the others. 

Fresh ewes preserved according to 
these directions usually wilf keep for 


from 6 to 10 months, and can be used 
satisfactorily for cooking and for the 
table. If, however, preserved eggs 
are to be. boiled, a small hole should 
be made with a pin in the larger end 
of the shell before placing them in 
the water, to allow the air in the 
egg to escape when heated, and thus 
prevent cracking.
